CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 


The friction between Generai 
Goethals and Chairman Denman 
Over wooden ships appears to 
have reached a crisis, and. after 
months of delay and bickering, 
construction work is still held 
up. But such friction as has 
eecurred in this important work 
intended to defeat 
submarine war, is by no means 
anusual in Washington _these 
days. The clash of authority 
over the details, while great de- 
cisions wait. is a common phe- 
nomenon in the hurry and hustle 
of war preparation. 

An example of this that would 
be funny if it were not such a 
serious matter, was given in dis- 
patches from Washington a short 
‘ime ago. It appears that eleven 
representatives of bed manufac. 
turers were summoned to Wash- 
ington and then kept waiting for 
days while rival martinets fought 
cut the question of whether the 
beds ordered for military canton- 
ments should be single deckers 
or double-deckers. 

While the martinets clashed, 
time speeding, and when 
they came to let the contracts, 
the makers of beds could not en- 
gage to turn out the needed 
equipment by September 1, the 
date when the cantonments are 
to be ready for occupancy.
